All hope to close the breaks were abandon- 
ed at one o'clock and at 2 o'clock the crevasse was 
700 feet wide, and the levee is crumbling away rap- 
idly. The state recently completed a half million 
dollar sugar refinery on the Angoala plantation and 
this will be destroyed.

levee at the junction of the Mississippi river had given away un- 
der the preasore of water. Women screamed and men yelled as 
they rushed into their homes to rescue their children. The cattle 
stampeded in many instances M they were driven to places of safe- 
ty by their frantic owners. 


Three honored women and children were sent away on a 


freight train that steamed into Terras just as the 
alarm was 


sounded. No lives are reported losl, although it is feared the over- 
flow will cost millions of dollars as the water will devasate some 
of the finest farms in the state.
